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WVednefday Mr Jackfon, the Maiter of the Ville de 
Paris, arrived at the Admiralty Office with difpatches 
from Earl St Vincent, dated from Gibraltar, where his 
‘Lordfhip was in a bad {tate of health. On the 22d 
ult. Earl St Vincent fent a frigate to Lord Keith, ther 
-off Genoa, with advices that the Freach and Spanifh 
‘fleets had left Carthagena, and had failed weltward. 
On the 2d inft. the combined fleets appeared of Gibral- 
tar, and were endeavouring to work out of the Gut. 
They remained there until the oth inft. when the dif- 
patches came away. Lord Keith was expected every 
day 3 and it is thought, from ‘the. ftate of the winds, 
that the fleet could not have got out of the Mediterra- 
nean for feveral days after the officer was fent cff with 
the account. 

Capt. Burlton, of the Haerlem, alfo arrived yefter- 
day evening at the Admiralty, from Gibraiter. Our 
Portfmouth letter ftates him to have brought intelligence 
of Lord Keith having attacked with 34 thips, the rear 
of the enemy, whofe force in. this letter is made to con- 
filt of 58 fips, and that an ation took place, which 
commenced at feven in the morning of the 8th inft. and

We await with great anxiety, but no apprehenfion, 
intelligence.of the refult, which our readers will antici- 
pate with as much confidence as we do.

** A naval officer came in this morning at five o’clock 
exptefs overland from Gibraltar, and by the General 
in Chief’s orders, the Walfingham packet was dif- 
patched immediately. The news this gentleman brings, 
is, that on the 6th the French and Spanifh fleets were 
een to the eaftward of the rock, and the next morning, 
while on his road, he counted 42 fail of the line, and 
12 frigates. Difpatches from Lord St Vincent and 
General O*Hara, dated the 7th, confirm this intelli- 
gence. 

* The plan of the enemy is faid to be, to take up 
fome fhips at Cadiz, others at Ferrol, and more at 
Rochefort, after which they go to Ireland. 

“ The Brazil fleet, 57 fail, arrived here fafely laft 
week, anda fecond fleet from Rio de Janeiro, about 
100 fail, is now off the Bar ; we have therefore no ap- 
prehenfions upon their account.” 

Lord St Vincent is till at Gibraltar. 

His Majelty’s thip M rmaid, Capt. Oliver, arrived 
in the Tagus from Minorca on the oth inft. 

On the 13th, his Majefty’s ‘fhips Druid and Dover, 
troop fhips, arrived in the Tagus from Gibraltar. 

On the roth inft. the Walfingham packet pafled a 
French privateer with a Iarge brig in tow, in lat. 44. 
44. long. 10. 18. 

The Walfingham failed from Lifbon on the 14th 
inft. and arrived at Falmouth on the 21ft. 

The combined fleets have troops on ‘board.

Letters from Conftantinople, dated 22d June 1799, 
ftare, that the firft divifion of the Turkith fleet, which 
failed from thence early in March, confilting of three 
fhips of the line, three frigates, and fome inferior vef- 
fels, reached Acre the tgth of May, juft before the 
retreat of the enemy towards Jaffa. After that retreat, 
Sir Sidney Smith immediately proceeded with his fqua- 
dron, and part of the Turkifh fhips laden with troops 
in order to ftorm Jaffaa The enemy fled from Acre 
with 70Cc0 men. 

Three French frigates-from Alexandria had captured 
part ofthe flatilla taken by Sir Sfdney beforefAcre.— 
In this aGlion Lieutenant Bathby/was taken, and Cap. 
tain Miller, of the Thefeus, was unfortunately killed, 
with fome part of the crew, from the accidental burtft- 
ing of fome bomb hhells. 

The agitation of the public mind at Paris, and the 
oppofition of the two parties who feek to turn the Re- 
volution of the 1oth of June to their advantage, has 
increafed ; the factions are, however, far from acting 
with an equal degree of violence. The Direétorial 
patty has employed no other means than {peeches and 
exhortations; and the Jacobins, by employing alfo the 
fame means, have availed themfelves of the moft pow- 
erful lever in a Revolution—that of a popular affembly, 
abandoned to every defcription of paflion and fedudction. 
The fpeeches of ‘Talot and of Lucien Buonaparte 
haye for a moment retarded the rapid march of the 
Jacobins. They have fworn to maintain the Conftitu- 
tion of 1795 ; but the Girondifts had {worn to matarain 
that of 1791, which they afterwards overthrew, and the 
Conftitution of 1793 was in the fame manner deftroyed 
by thofe who had contributed to form it. The lat 
oath of the Jacobins has ftood in their way but fora 
moment, and they have broken out with new violence. 

The object of the ftudied fpeech of Sieyes in the 
Champ de Mars, in which he repeatedly calls to the 
recollection of his hearers, and paints in the mott glow- 
ing colouts, the carly days of the revolution, when the 
Orleans faction prevailed, was eafily feen through, and 
has become the fubject of the fufpicions and of the in- 
vectives of the oppofite party. Some Englifh journals 
confider itas a fafficient reafon for doubting the prefent 
hopes of the old Orleans faction, that it does not avow 
its plans ; butit is abfurd to fuppofe that it would make 
this avewal before it had fecured the means of carrying 
thofe plans into effect. Victory is at prefent undecided, 
but it appears to-us to incline to the fide of the Jacobins. 

The debates of the two Councils have, as has been, 
chiefly turned on the means of raifing a loan of 100 mil- 
lions by increafing the affeflment of feveral taxes ;_on 
the accufation legally preferred againft the four Direc- 
tors, and on the meafures to be adopted againft the di- 
lapidators.

SPEECH OF CITIZEN SIEYES 
AT TUE CELEBRATION OF THE ANNIVERSARY OF THE 


FOURTEENTH OF JULY. 
“ CITIZENS, 

* Ten years have now elapsed since that immortal epocha 
in which the representatives of the French people, braving all 
the efforts of tyranny, took a solemn oath to proclaim the 
rights and found the liberty of their country. ‘This sublime 
signal was heard, and on the 14th of July fell for ever that an- 
cient fortress, which was the cdious pledge of our slavery, 
which the hereditary crimes of our kings, and the equally here- 
ditary cowardice of their accomplices, seemed to have esta- 
blished on the most permanent basis. » Se 

“ It was here, even here on this spot, rendered majestic by 
the presence of those freemen by whont it is this day filled, 
that there were then assembled those barbarian hordes of fe- 
rocious and sanguinary foreigners who insolently threatened 
this great city, and with it the new destiny of France. All 
these instruments of tyranny instantly disappeared on the first 
ebulition of your indignation and of your courage. 

It is pleasing to recal to our recollection the happy mo- 
ments which followed this first victory.—That tummlt, those 
noisy songs, those lively agitations, those fraternal effusions 
which characterise a people who are surprised, but who are 
delighted at having broken their chains.—Every thing then 
led Frenchmen with ardour towards the most desirable changes. 

“ fnnumerable abuses were discovered and done away— 
Privileges were denounced and destroyed, and improvements 
of every kind, either made or projeeted. ‘The foundation was 
then laid of an Hereditary Government, which being totally 
incompatible with hereditary power, soon destroyed Royalty, 
and established the Republic. 

“ In vain did the enemies of reformation interpose obstacle 
upon obstacle. ° Vain were eiorts of feudal insolence, and the 
interests and habits of titled slaves. ‘The renovating power 
was immense, because it was actuated by the public mind.— 
Every thing that was generous and magnanimous was ranged 
on the side of liberty. Meanness and ignorance, took refuge 
with the faction of slavery. The work of our regeneration 
was not completely effected—the Republic was not proclaim- 
ed; but it is a violation of truth to say, that our souls were 
then more republican than they are perhaps at present? I 
will not state the caus¢s which at first Fisturbed our harmony, 
because it is necessary to avoid those considerations which are 
not calculated to re-establish it among us; but may { not at 
least observe, that at that period, jealous and perfidious foreign. 
ers had not had time to diffuse the poison of their fatai influence 
among us; but the dreadful effects of their intervention were 
soon perceived in the calamities which they produced. 

“ ‘Their numerous emissaries interposed in our domestic dis- 
cussions, and in our dearest interests. ‘They succeeded in cir- 
culating and in accrediting those absurd maxims, that know- 
ledge ought to give way to ignorance, wisdom to folly, and re- 
flection to-rashness—=IJt seemed as if they would have obtained 
from our blind credulity,*the means and almost the right of 
dictating their opinions to us, and of persuading us that they 
knew better than ’renchmen how Frenchmen ought to be free. 
Strange renunciation of our:rights ! Can we have forgotten those 
calamitous times, when, doubtless, by the same influence, all 
those who had served their country, or were in a condition to 
serve it, were outraged and persecuted’; when regular autho- 
rity was hated, merely because it was authority ; when all no- 
tions were confounded-to that degree, that those who were not 
officially charged, with any duty, obstinately persisted in ta- 
king upon themselves the execution of every one ; when those 
who could not obtain the confidence of the people, pretended 
that they had a right to-speak in their name—when every one 
assumed the right of representing the nation to the exclusion of 
her real Representatives. ; 

“ How many calamities owed from that source, and how 
many may still flow from it ! 

. * Frenchmen; profit by the lessons af long experience; they 
have.cost us dear-enough.—Surrounded as we are. with m- 
minent dangers, we have occasion for great republican energy. 
Let us recal that.energy which animated us on the r4th July ; 
but let us.take care not to mix it with any foreign impulse.— 
In the first, you will find all these sentiments which tend to 
concentrate our force and to unite us; and in the other, every 
thing which tends to disunite us. Frenchmen, put an end to 
these dissentions. Recollect that the enemy are at our gates, 
and that the first thing to be done is to repel them. Recollect 
on the first anniversary of the day which we now celebrate, 
that ravishing enthusiasm which seemed to make but one 
soul among 100,000’ Frenchmen; that sublime spectacle gave 
a promise of a people of heroes, and that hope was not un- 
founded. Wet all the ardour of your desires, all the heat of 
your agitations be lost in one single object, one passion, that 
of conquering ; let your answer be, “ Such is our will.” J can 
then say the victory is ours, the country is saved, and the Re- 
public established for ever. Long live the Republic!

The following plan of taxation has been fubmitted to 
the Council of Five Hundred :— 

1. The land and moveable taxes are to he taken together, in 
apportioning the share of the individual who pays these taxes. 

2. Persons with’a fortune notoriously out of proportion to 
their contribution to be raised by a jury of nine members named 
by the Central Administration. 

3. Persons accused .of emigration, persons provisionally erased 
from the list, the descendants and the relations in the ascending 
scale of emigrants, are to be rated triple those of the same 
fortune.

MEDITERRANEAN FLEETS. 
Afet the various rumours which were in circulation 
the London papers of 'Thurfday, received here ye- 
sheen it gives us great fatisfaction to be able to ftatea 
few facts which upon the public may rely, and which 
tay gude their opinion in regard to the real ftate 
of our affairs in the Mediterranean. 
“Cassin Burlton, who arrived on Wednefday evening 
at the Admiralty, i is Commander of the Haarlem. This 
wis the convoy to'a fleet of merchantmen from 
Minorca, which Captain Burhon faw fate into Gibraltar. 
He wat difpatched from thence at three o’clock on the 
morning of the 8th inftant ; aad about half palt eight, 
be heart a heavy cannonade to windw: id, which lafted 
pwarde of it hours. His orders being to make the 
belt ofhis way to England, be could not wait to know 
the rehule. 
About noon on the fame day, part of the combined 





French and Spanifh fects, confilting of 27 fail of the 
hoe, bove in fight to the ealtward. On the preceding 
day the enemy’s fleets had been reconnoitred, and 57 
ful of fhips were diftindly counted, It is conjectured 
they had feparated during the night, and that it was 
only a divifion of thefe thips that was engaged with 
Sir Charles Cotton’s fquadron, confilting of 14 fail of 
the Ine, or perhaps with that under Lord -Nelfon, 
tonfifting of 12 fail of the line, which are known to 
have been at no great diflance. Itis highly probable in- 
deed that thefe {quadrons might have joined previous to 
the aGion, as it is certain both had received information 
of the enemy’s movements. Lord St Vincent’sdif- 
patches ftate, that he hoped by the oth, all our thips 
would be aflembled at Gibraltar. On the 11th none 
of the enemy’s fhips had paffed the Streights ; and as 
the wind blew ftrong to the weltward, it would drive 
| them towards ours. 

| “The probability of an engagement having happened 
S ipforther confirmed by Mr Jackfon, mafter of the Ville 
de Paris, who, while, failing along the coaft of Barbary, 
heard a caunonade from the fame quarter as that which 
\ isreported by Captain Barlton, but the noife lalted fome 
hours longer. 

} . Aquarter of an hour before Captain Burlton left Gib- 
raltar, a Tartan arrived there, which reported, that 
there had been a very fevere aétion between the two 
fleets, and that the English had taken feven fail of the 
line and one frigate. 

The report of an engagement is moreover countenan- 
ced by the difpoficion of the 27 fail ofthe enemy’s fhips, 
fen by Captain Buslton foon after he failed. He was 
chaced by two men of war and one frigate, which might 
havecome up with him; but, during the chace, they 
were called off by fignal, and the whole fleet immedia- 
tely bore away to the quarter from whence the canuon- 
ade proceeded. 

Ivappears that the French actually landed 8000 men 
at Genoa, but on hearing of Macdonald’s defeat, the 
whole were re-embarked, and are fuppofed to be on 
board their fleet. At the time of their difembarkation 
Lord Keith was only cight leagues from Genoa, but 
unfortunately ignorant of the Freach fleet being in that 
quarter. 








* Our,pautical intelligence has become again very in- 
terefling. When the Breft fleet firlt failed,-we were 
bewildered in conjecture as to their defination agd ob- 
je. The firft we have now afcertained, but the latter 
reraains {till to be difcoyered. They have traverfed the 
Mediterranean, but feemingly without having any object 
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inview. ‘I'he report that they carried troops from Toulon 
to Genoa and Leghorn, is not true. ‘They certainly 
were, however, upon that coaft, and without doing any 
one thing, they again returned to Toulon, where, ac- 
cording to the difpatches from Lord St Vincent, they 
were blocked up onthe sft of June. From thence, 
however, itfappears, they effected their efcape, and failed 
for Carthagena, where they formed a junction with the 
Spanifh fleet on the 22d‘ ultimo, and now we have ad- 
vice that the combined fleet failed from thence the 29th 
in order to get out of the Mediterranean ; but their 
precife place of deftination is not yet known, though 
Cadiz and Breft are both mentioned. 

Thus the jundion of the two fleets is the only objec 
they have atchieved, but we cannot fuppofe that to -ef- 
R& this the French fleet thould determine to fail into 
the Mediterranean, and after a long voyage fettle it fo 
that Carthagena thould be the rendezvous for both fleets. 
We rather apprehend that it was at firft intended they 
{ould join the Spanifh fleet ay Cadiz, bat the prefence 
“ Lord Kerru’s fquadron, and the boifterous weather 
which prevailed, prevented this, and forced them 
trough the Gut of Gibraltar, and thence they made

orders would be fent to Cadiz for that flcet to fail for 
Carthagena, in order to effe& the j janction which they 
had been difappoiated of accomplilhing at Cadiz.
